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INTRODUCTION 


After completing the Critical Editions of the Bhismaparvan ( 1947 ), and of the 
Santipamn ( 1956 ), for the Bhandarkar Oriental Research Institute, I decided, as my 
concluding venture in the field, to try my hand on the concluding four Parvans of 
the Great Epic: Parvan 15 : the Asramavasika ; Parvan 16 the Mausala ; Parvan 17 : 
the Mahaprasthanika ; and Parvan 18, the Svargarohana. These are all short parvans, 
some portions of them possessing a primitive and oldish colouring, while the rest are 
marked by a belated and Pauranic outlook. The first of these is the

The MS. was purchased from the late Dr. N. G. Sardesai of Poona, and is one 
of the most fortunate acquisitions of MSS. made by the Institute in recent years ; for, 
besides Si and Eh, it is the only MS. fully representative of the Kashmirian tradi- 
tion. — The MS. is neatly written and fairly correct. There are hardly any marginal 
or interlinear glosses. Red chalk is freely used to distinguish the colophons and 
uvaca references. The is regularly maintained, showing absence of Bangali

This is a complete MS. of the Mahabharata in Devanagari characters (comprising 
MSS. numbered 565 and 566 ), written in a uniform hand which is, however, neither 
neat nor careful. The writer calls himself jgwra, who seems to have prepared for 
his own use the present transcript from several MSS. of the different parvans that he 
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procured from different owners. ( The names of some of these owners are preserved on 
the fly-leaf of the Asramavasa sub-parvan ) . The few marginal notes that are supplied 
seem to be the work of the scribej who might have used the MS. for expository dis- 
courses. The scribe, at the end of the Dronaparvan, gives Nasik as his place of residence. 
The Santiparvan was missing when the MS. was acquired for Government. Only the 
Udvoga, the Salya and the Asvamedhika have preserved the date of writing, which is 
Saka 1616 in the case of the Asvamedhika, and probably also of the Udyoga ; and Saka 
1619 in the case of the Salya. The MS. was used for the Adiparvan( =Eh), the Udyoga 
( = Ds ), and the Bliisma ( = E 3 ). It was not collated for the Sabha and Virata Parvans ; 
and was collated but not included in the Grit. App. of the Aranyakaparvan. Es covers 
23 folios : size 15" x 6", with 16 lines to a page, and about 48 letters to a line. Margins 
carelessly ruled in red ink ; the references and the colophons are rubbed over with 
red chalk. Occasional use of yellow pigment for correction. — Amongst additional 
passages, E 3 gives 4*, 16*, 36*, 39* 45* 49* and 88*, which are peculiar to it ; 47*, 
which it shares with Kb; 29* and 53* with Ei. « ; 107* with Es. s ; and 8*, 54*, 
57* and 91*, which are limited to the E group only.

( i ) Commentaries 

Cn 

The commentary of Nilakantha, named the Bharatabhavadipa or -dipika, printed 
in the Vulgate edition of the Mahabharata, was used, in the present edition of the 
A4ramavasikaparvan, from MS. Dm which was available for the four concluding Parvans. 
Important explanations of Cn have been given in the Critical Apparatus, and Critical 
Notes of this parvan. 


Cv 

Vadiraja’s commentary on the Mahabharata in an almost complete form is avail- 
able in the Mysore Oriental Library; MS. No. C 1577. It is dated Saka 1597 ( Ca. 
A. D. 1675 ). The late P. P. S Sastri, the editor of the so-called “ Southern Recen- 
sion” of the Epic, got a complete copy of Vadiraja’s commentary written by a modern 
hand which, after the completion of that edition, was procured by the B. O. R. Institute 
for use in the Critical Edition. The commentary is known as the on the strength 

of the commentator’s concluding stanza of the Introduction to the Adiparvan, where 
he says

Citations from Cv are supplied in the Critical Apparatus, where necessary, and are 
occasionally commented upon in the Critical Notes. 


We next come to the second group of Testimonia. 


( ii ) Epitomes 

Pirst under this group we have Ksemendra’s Bharatamanjari (Kavyamala No. 
64), which- summarizes the contents of the Asramavasikaparvan in just 69 stanzas. 
Ksemendra is a Kashmirian ( A. D. 1050 ) and is expected to follow the Kashmirian 
text ; but the extreme compression of the narration does not permit any definite in- 
ference as to the Textual variations. The incidents which Ksemendra omits are : 

( i ) Dhrtarastra’s advice to Dharmaraja concerning duties of the King and the 
subjects towards each other ( adby. 9. 7 to 12. 23 ) . The advice looks awkward as 
coming from Dhrtarastra, as also his apologetic address to the citizens and the 
reply given by them ( 15. 12 to 16. 23 ) ; and ( ii ) the uncalled for repetition 
of the story of Karna’s birth ( adhy. 38 ). — It is also worth noting that the 
holy bath taken at Vyasa’s direction by the ladies lamenting the death of their 
relatives and anxious to see them revived was in the Svarganadijala , i. e. 
in the water of the river Bhaglrathi here below, and not in that of the river 
of the same name in the Heaven. There is also no reference in the Bharata- 
manjari to Janamejaya’s desire to obtain a similar vision of his dead father, 
and its fulfilment ( adhy. 43 ) . 

This raises a doubt about the presence of these incidents even in the late version of the 
Asramavasikaparvan. 

( ii ) The Andhrabharatamu gives the summary of the Asramavasika in two 
ds'msas written in mixed prose and poetry, the verses and the prose paragraphs together 
numbering 177. — The first Aivasa finds room for Dhrtarastra’s RajadharmopadeSa 

( 15. 9. 7 to 12. 23 ), as also for the repetition of the story of the birth of Karjia (15.38). 
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The Javanese Version 

More important by far, however, is the Javanese Version of the Great Epic*. 
Regarding this version, it has to be noted that India’s intercourse with Java ( Yava- 
dvipa ) dates from as early as the 2nd century A. D. , as is evidenced by Valmiki’s 
Ramayana ( 4. 40. 30ff)f. Fa Hian stayed in Java ( A. D. 412) for five months. 
Itsing visited Malay twice, and actually passed there not less than seven years 
( 688-695 ), studying and translating Sanskrit texts. 

The early Hindu ascendency in Java was succeeded by the Muhammedan 
regime. The prevailing religion of the Indian population of Java was either Saivism or 
Buddhist Mahayanism, as witnessed by several stone-carvings in Java ( including the 
famous Stupa of Barabudur ), and particularly by the Javanese translations of the Sans- 
krit Epic texts. Juynboll also edited the concluding four parvans of the Mahabharata 
in 1893. The Mahabharata was translated into Old Javanese, according to Sylvain Ldvi 
( p. xxxii ) , at the end of the 11th century A. D. The order of the Parvans as given 
in the Javanese Mahabharata considerably differs from the original Indian order J :

The Bharatayudba is called in Eawi as “ Bratayuddha " . The Javanese re- 
garded the Bharata-yuddha as having taken place in their own country, and so one of 
their towns is named Hastinapura in a poem which was composed about 1195 A. D.* 
The order of the Mbh. parvans in the Javanese version ( as shown above ) differs consi- 
derably from that known in India. Parvans 12 ( Santi ) and 13 ( Anusasana ) are alto- 
gether absent in the Kawi versionf. It counts Salya and Gada as two separate parvans 
To the Virataparvan it gives No. 2, and to Bhlsma, No. 3, showing the popularity and 
frequency of their recitation. The last four parvans are extant with almost the same 
names ( viz. — Asramavasa ( = J avanese N o. 8 ) , Musala ( = J. 4 ) , Prasthanika ( = J. 5 ) 
and Svargaravana[ rohana ] = J. 6 ) . Original Sanskrit stanzas ( some few of them ) are 
quoted and translated into Kawi, with occasional variations in readings. During the 
reign of Air Langga ( 11th century A. D. ) , when the Old Javanese literature was at 
its zenith, the Mbh. was translated into prose. The translation was made by a Saivite, 
seeing that in the initial stanza he glorifies Siva instead of Visnu. The concluding 
Svargarohanaparvan has only one solitary stanza ( 58 s ) quoted in the original Sanskrit, 
the rest of the parvan being given only in abridged Javanese translation. 

From the Asramavasikaparvan the following stanzas in original Sanskrit are 
found quoted in the Javanese version, the others being either omitted, or reproduced 
in Javanese summary, or in actual translation :

: From a careful study of the details given hitherto, the following generalization 

about the Old Javanese Version would seem to follow . ( a ) that the source of the O. J. 
is not the Kashmirian Version ; ( b ) that although in some places a partial agreement 
with some of the southern sources seems to be in evidence, the 0. J. shows none of the 
peculiarly southern variants ; ( c ) the presence of variants like totor (12. 16“ ), -to 
( 12. 16 s ), 41* 3TOTR: ( 17. 15' ), 3T?TTOTTO|R ( 17. 19' ), -TO- ( 20. 12" ), toft# TOft 
( 20. 12 & ) , toto (23. ll* ), TOT *it( 32. 11' ), and fto ( 32. 15 d ) — which agree 
with the Northern group, B and D predominating — would also establish its non- 
southern ( possibly, Bangali ) origin. . , - . .

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THE VERSIONS, THEIR CHARACTERISTICS AND INTER-RELATIONS 
( i ) The tiarada Version 

The important Sarada Version is not, unfortunately, adequately represented in the 
collated material of the concluding four Parvans of the Epic, since the only Sarada MS. 
that we could secure gave just the first two adhyayas of Parvan 15. In the absence, 
therefore, of any representative of the Sarada version, there was no direct means of 
determining what MSS. followed the original ( but at present non-existing ) Sarada text; 
but the MSS. used for our “ Kashmirian ” version, happened to have been used in other 
parvans, where MSS. written in Sarada characters were available ; and, in these earlier 
parvans, the MSS. which are here designated as K MSS. were found — in readings, 
omissions, and additions — to follow the Sarada version. Thus Ki , the Mirikar MS. , 
was used as Ko in the Bhi?maparvan, as Ki in the Sauptikaparvan, as Ki in Karpa 
and Santiparvans, as Ks in the Dronaparvan, and as K* in the Striparvan ; Ki , the 
Sardesai MS. , was used as Ka in the Aranyaka, the Virata and the Bhl§maparvans, and 
as K 4 in the Karna and the Santi-parvans ; K 3 as Ka in the Sauptikaparvan, as Kt 
in the Adi and as Ks in the Bhisma- and Strl- parvans ; and K* also as K* in the 
Sabhaparvan. Hence, even in the absence of any Sarada MSS. for the major part of 
the Afoamavasikaparvan, we could speak with some confidence of a Kashmirian Version 
of the Parvan. 


( ii ) The Kashmirian Version 1 

Five MSS. are included under this version, one of which — K» — is from Nasik, 
another — Ki — is from East Panjab, while the original locations of the rest are not 
specified. The oldest of the them is Ks : date A. D. 1694. Of the five MSS., Ka. 1 , 
from their colophons, seem to belong to the North. Stars 8*, 54* and 57* belong 
exclusively to the K recension, the first of them using the word ?( K 3 fcf° which 
looks like a grammatical lapsus, which the Kashmiri recension, not rarely, indulges in. 
As to omissions, the entire K recension as such omits 15.45. 20 Sc (hapl.) ; the haplology 
indicating the relatedness of these MSS. which is present in no other MSS. The 
recension subdivides itself into two, or rather three, somewhat divergent sub-groups : 
Ki.», Ki, and Ki. 1 ; the first two, for instance, joining together adhyayas 13-15, 17-18, 
and 22-23 ; while the last two, K 4 . « , join together adhyayas 14-15. 

The omissions common, haplographically, to the entire K group is that of 
15. 45. 20 s *. Most of the other omissions, in which MSS. beyond the K group are 
associated, are also ( with one solitary exception ) by haplology : viz. —

( m ) The Bangdli Version 

A critical study of the Bangali version leads to confirm the conclusion, arrived at 
in the previously published Parvans, viz., that it is — excepting a few special passages — 
essentially a sub-version of the central Devanagarl version, being closely allied to the 
Vulgate. There is no notable instance of divergence of the B version as a whole from 
the D manuscripts. 

We have six manuscripts of the Bangali version utilized for this parvan, They 
have very little to contribute independently for the constitution of the critical text. 
They possess additional passages 6*, 9*, 27* peculiar to the version, and 12* and 51* 
also in common with the K version and S recension. 

( iv ) The Devanagarl Version 
(a) The Vulgate 

Two manuscripts of Nilakaijtha’s Devanagarl version have been utilized for this 
parvan. Of these, Dm om. 15. 12. 7 d -8 e and 21. 5 ( both hapl. ); while Dm om. 15. 
19*-20°, 44. 46-47, and 45. 19'-20 d . These omissions are exclusively limited to the 
above MSS. Amongst additional passages, the MSS. give 52*, which they share with 
each other. Other stars in the MSS. are shared by a group consisting of Kt Bi-t. j 
Dn Di-t. 1 . 1 , as illustrated in 6*, 9*, 27*, 30*, 38* 41*, 65*, 73*, 80* and 81*. 

(b) The Composite Devanagarl Version 

In all, nine manuscripts of this composite version have been used for this 
parvan. Our ' composite Devanagarl manuscripts may be roughly divided into two 
groups. ( 1 ) There is the group Di-s, t. «, which generally agrees with Kt B Dn. 
( 2 ) The remaining manuscripts Dt-e. % generally agree with the S recension. Examples 
of insertions common to S and Dt-n. s are : 10*, 23*, 32*-35*, 40*, 42*, 61*, 64* 
68*, 71*, 74*, 79* 82*, 86* and 96*, as also 97*, 98* (last two minus Tt). 

( v ) The Telugu Version 

Four manuscripts of this version are used for this edition. They seem to be 
independent of each other ; but the version which they represent is not much different 
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from the G and M versions. Ti gives 31*, 78*, 84* and 104* which are peculiar to it. 
Ta gives 94 * which is peculiar to it, and T 3 gives 56* and 92* both of which are peculiar 
to it. The MSS. possess almost all star-passages of the S recension. Ta is peculiar in 
omitting 8 . 20 *“ ( hapl. ), 15. 21 c -25 i , and 24. 2® 8 (hapl. ). Ta has only three peculiar 
omissions 25. 13 ”, au. o”‘ and 40. 8 s -9® ( hapl. ) . On the other hand, Ti and Ti have 
a large number of peculiar omissions, which have been given in detail on pages xxi 
and xxm. 


( n ) The Qrantha Version 

We have five manuscripts of this version. Gi has one additional passage, 22*, 
besides eighteen others which are found in the entire S recension plus Dt-a. 5 . 
Ga gives 5*, G 3 75* and Gi 95*, which additional passages are peculiar to them. On 
the other hand, they exhibit almost all the passages of the S recension. Amongst 
omitted passages, Gi is peculiar in omitting 9. 9* 6 ( hapl. ), 12. 9 ai , 13. 1"*, 22. 5-6, 
27 from ( in 9 s ) up to ( in 9° ) ( hapl. ), 29. 5 c -7 4 , 33. f-4 4 ( ? hapl. ), 

40. 11"* ( hapl.) , 41. 22*-24 8 , and 46. ; Gs is- peculiar in omitting 4. 12, 16. 20"*, 

32. 12*— 14 s , 33. 9“*, 33. 15-16 (? hapl. ), and 44. 11*— 12 d . Gi is peculiar in omitting 22. 
27 ci , 32. 12 e — 14 s and 45. 7‘-8 i ; while Gj is peculiar in omitting 25. 11*— 12 d . Gi has 
no peculiar omission. 

( vii ) The Malayalam Version 

Five manuscripts of this version are used for this edition. Amongst additional 
passages, Mi gives 24*, 67*, 72* and 102 *; which are all peculiar to it. The stars 
87* and 89* are peculiar to M 3 ; while M« gives 90* which is peculiar to it. Ma and 
Mi have no specific additional passages. Other stars in M are shared by the group 
consisting of Dm. 8 S, as illustrated in 10 *, 23* 32*-35*, 40*, 42* 61*, 64* 68 *, 71* 
74*, 79*, 82*, 86 *, 96*, and in 97* and 98* ( last two minus T* ). Amongst omitted 
passages, Mi is peculiar in omitting 12. 14 and 31. 3 cd . The omission of 30. 2*~3‘ is 
peculiar to Ma. The omissions of 32, from w (in 13* ) up to nifr ( in 14° ), and also of 
41. 15®*, belong exclusively to Ms . Mi is peculiar in omitting 26 from ( in 7* ) up 
to ^14 ( in 9 d ), and Mi in omitting 21 from (in 5 s ) up to ft® (in 6° ), as well 

as 40. 10'-12 4 (hapl. ). The version M is not altogether free from contamination with 
some Northern sources, as is indicated by 12* and 46*. 

THE RECENSIONS OP THE Al&AMAVASIKA PARYAN 

The seven versions of the text-tradition of the JL&camavasikaparvan that we have 
thus far studied group themselves into two main recensions : the Northern consisting of 
the first four versions, and the Southern including the last three. As we did not have 
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any MSS. written in the Nepali and Maithili scripts, there was not — as there was in 
the case of the Sabhaparvan — any group of versions to be designated the North- 
eastern, as contrasted with the North-western including the Sarada and the Kashmirian 
versions. But as the Bangali forms an important version of the North-eastern group, if 
one were to judge by the showing of the Bangali version of the A&ramavasikaparvan, it 
can be said that, so far as the present parvan is concerned, the main recensions are only 
two, and not three, as was assumed for the Sabhaparvan. 

The Early-Northern group gives some five or six additional passages { a total of 
12 lines ) : 

8* 28* 29*, 54* 57* 91* and 107* ; 

while the Late-Northern group as a whole gives ten additional passages ( forming a 
total of 12 lines ) : 

6*, 9*, 27* 30* 38*, 41* 65* 73*, 80* and 81*. 

There are some twenty-one additional passages ( a total of 34 lines ) presented by 
the entire Southern recension, with the exclusion ( or inclusion ) of a few sporadic MSS. : 

7*, 10*, 23*, 32*-35*, 37*, 40*, 42*, 61* 64* 68* 71*, 74* 79*, 82* 86* 

96* 97* and 98*. 

Most of the cases, where the Southern recension uniformly gives a variant read- 
ing differing from that of the Northern, are normally indicated in the text by the conve- 
nient device of the wavy line. It would be easy, therefore, to see how the accepted 
text, in a large number of eases, is untrinsiealiy superior to the rejected readings. 

THE EXTENT OF THE ASRAMAVlSIKA* 

In the Parvasamgraha section of the Adiparvan ( 1. 2. 212-219 ), we have the 
following description of the contents and extent of the Asramavasa( °vasika )parvan :

Earlier, in 1. 2. 67, the three sub-parvans of the Asramavasa( Vasika ) are 
simply enumerated :

There is thus no divergence in the number of sub-parvans. 

The extent of the Fifteenth Parvan is said to be 42 adhyayas, giving a total of 
1,506 stanzas f. In the present edition, the 5&amavasa( °vasika )parvan is divided into 
47 adhyayas, and the total official number of stanzas reaches the figure of 1,062, i. e., 
444 less than the traditional number given in the Parvasamgraha. 

The discrepancy in the matter of adhyayas is not of much consequence, seeing 
that two adhyayas could just as readily be combined into one as, conversely, one adhyaya 
split into two, according to the homogeneity or diversity of the contents, the contents 
as such remaining unaltered. The difference in the total number of Slokas needs, 
however, some adequate explanation. The present edition reduces the number of &okas 
from the traditional 1,506 to 1,062. This is primarily due to the rejection of a number 
of stanzas not adequately supported. From the actual number of 106 } star-passages,

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we have, moreover, to deduct 25 stars as being “ substitute ” stars. This leaves 81 
star-passages, embodying actual additions given by the varying versions and individual 
MSS. Secondly, the present edition has, in the A&amavasika, 46 three-line Anu§tubhs, 
and 30 four-line stanzas in non-Anustubh metres. If now, by the word ^loka, as used 
in st. 219 of the above-quoted Parvasamgraha passage, we are to understand a ‘mathe- 
matical ’ stanza of ( 8 X 4 = ) 32 syllables, by converting into regular stanzas the extra 
46 lines in the three-line anustubhs, we get 28 additional stanzas ; and by reducing the 
30 four-line stanzas in terms of thirty-two-syllable units, we get a further addition of 
3-75 1 mathematical’ stanzas. Further, the supporters of the theory of ‘mathematical’ 
stanzas also convert the “uvaca” references that might occur at the beginning or middle 
of an adhyaya, as well as the colophons at the end of each adhyaya, into slokas of 
thirtytwo-syllabic units. All these mathematical operations covert the 1,062 stanzas of 
the present edition into 1145-40 mathematical Slokas. This means that, in the A£rama- 
vasikaparvan as presented in this edition, there ensues a deficiency of at least (1146- 
1062=) 84 stanzas, which can be explained by assuming that the Parvasamgraha passage 
is a late addition to the Epic which has in view a Mahabharata text that had already 
undergone interpolations like, for instance, Dhritarastra’s long-winded instruction to 
Yudhisthira in the Science and Art of the Rajadharma* . 

CONTENTS OF THE AgRAMAVlSIKA PARVAN 

After winning the Kaurava-Pandava war of eighteen days’ duration, in which 
eighteen aJcsauhinls t of fighters ( 11 on the Kaurava side and 7 on the Pandava side ) 
took part, the Paudavas win the battle, leaving just seven survivors ( the five Pandava 
brothers + Krsna + Satyaki ) on their own side, and three ( Krpa [ = Saradvata ] , Asvat- 
thamanand Krtavarman) on the Kaurava side (see 10. 9. 48). The Pandavas were 
the victors, and Yudhisthira was crowned king ( 12. 40. 15 ) after considerable persua- 
tion (12. 8ff. ). This was followed by Bhisma’s advice to the newly crowned king

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regarding the king ’s duties ( which, in the present form of the Epic, extends over practi- 
cally the whole of the Santi and the Anu&sana Parvans), after which Yudhisthira, 
having already performed the Rajasuyayajna (see the Sabhaparvan ), now performs the 
Asvamedhayajna — Parvan 14 — as the highest mark of his supreme royal power ( see 
Parvan 14 ) . 

The blind Dhrtarastra, the father of Duryodhana and his hundred brothers, was 
amongst the survivors, along with his wife Gandharl ; and Yudhisthira, in spite of his 
being a crowned King after the victory won in the Kuru-Pandava war, gladly conceded 
the highest place of honour to them both, despite the fact that, during Duryodhana’s 
regime, the Pandavas had received nothing but consistent maltreatment. 

The present Parvan, which is the fifteenth in order, is meant to describe the 
fifteen years of Yudhisthira’s regime. The central interest, however, seems to be con- 
centrated in describing the way in which the blind old Dhrtarastra was treated by 
Yudhisthira and Arjuna on the one hand, and by Bhlma and the two sons of MadrI on 
the other ( 15. 4. 13' ), in spite of the specific warning that Yudhiisthira had given to 
all ( 15. 2. 4 ) : - .

We are, in fact, definitely told that Dhrtarastra was being treated by Yudhisthira 
better than what he was done by his own sons (15. 3. 10 ). Vidura, Samjaya and his 
own son Yuyutsu were always with him ( 15. 1. 5, 10 ). Bhima, -however, lost no 
opportunity of causing pain to the blind old man ( 15. 4. 3-10). Dhrtara?tra could 
not stand the treatment any longer, after putting up with it for nearly 15 years ( 15. 4. 
12). So he appeals to Yudhisthira for permission to lead a forester’s life (suwraru ) : 
cf. 15. 5. 20. Yudhisthira would not, however, consent; and so — as usual — Vyasa 
(15. 7. 19 ), by his own divine insight, knowing the critical situation, presents himself 
on the spot. Vyasa assures Yudhisthira that Dhrtarastra’s move is suggested not by 
any sense of anger, but because that was the only course befitting Dhrtarastra’s age 
(15. 8. 17). So the necessary preparations are made for Dhrtarastra’s sppftRr. 

Prom 15. 9. 8ff, , is introduced an out-of-place advice of Dhrtarastra to Yudhistira 
regarding the duties of a king, the advisor pleading in justification ( 15. 12. 21 ) :

As a matter of courtesy, Yudhisthira agrees to receive the advice ( 15. 13. 1-3.). 
Dhrtarastra, in the course of his advice, says ( 15. 12. 23 ) : the .protection of the

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subjects equals one thousand Aivamedha sacrifices ; and this remark is made after 
Yudhisthira had only recently performed the Aivamedha, 'which forms the topic of the 
preceding Parvan ! Dhrtarastra also takes care to add ( 15. 13. 19 ) that he has been 
happier during Yudhisthira’s rule than he ever had been when his own son Duryodhana 
ruled the kingdom. It is Samba who, speaking in reply on behalf of the people, avers 
that Duryodhana, as far as the subjects were concerned, did nothing wroDg to them 
( 15. 15. 16ff. : see the Kiratarjunlya, Canto I ) ; and that the destruction of the Kurus 
in the Great War was an act of sheer Pate ( 15, 16. 5 ). 

Then follow, on Dhrtarastra’s request ( conveyed through Vidura ) , extensive 
charities in connection with the Sraddha offerings made in the name of Duryodhana and 
the other dead sons of Dhrtarastra, as also in the name of the other warriors ( including 
Kama : 15. 17. 5 ) , who met their death in the Kuru-Pandava war — Bhima ( as usual ) , 
grudging the great expense involved, argues that the Pandava’s themselves could just as 
well perform the Sraddha offerings for all of them, and that Kunti could do the same 
for Kama ( 15. 17. 17 ). But Bhima is overruled, and the charities follow on an exten- 
sive scale. These charities, argues Bhima, are for the post-mortem happiness of our 
Kaurava opponents; but do they really deserve all that ( 15. 17. 18 aS ) ? Arjuna, 
nevertheless, offers the money from his own treasury. — The charities are described, 
evidently with some relish, in adhyaya 20. 

The next day, the preparations for Dhrtarastra’s journey for passing the remain- 
der of his life in the forest, observing the rules of the “ Vanaprastha ” asrama, start 
right ahead ( adhy. 21 ). With the old Dhrtarastra went Yidura, and Samjaya. Krpa 
and Yuyutsu, who wanted to accompany him, were asked to stay in Hastinapura. The 
Pandavas and their wives, and the women-folk of Hastinapura, accompanied the party 
only up to the “ Vardhamana” or the “Prosperous” Gate of the Capital ( cf. 1. 117. 8°; 
3. 1. 9*), by which the party issued out. With Gandhari, who accompanied Dhrta- 
rastra, went Kunti, the mother of the Pandavas, the sons in vain importunating her to 
stay with them. Kunti explained to her sons that, while she had recognized and duly 
followed her duty to help them in their earlier misfortune when they had lost their 
kingdom and happiness, and encouraged them to win back the kingdom and the happi- 
ness which they had deserved, by placing before them for imitation the ideal of Vidura 
( 5. 131-134 ) ; now that they had achieved that object, she must look to her own spiri- 
tual future rather than merely enjoy the status and the pleasures of being just the 
mother of the Buling King, however, pleasing it might appear to others. Adhyaya 23 
reveals the best and the noblest part of Kunti’s personality and her unique advice. 

Proceeding northwards, the party reaches the river Ganges ( 25. 6 ) , and goes 
thereafter to Kuruk§etra, where they meet king Satayupa, who had already taken to 
the forester’s life ( 25. 9-10 ), and who now formally- initiates Dhrtarastra into the 
6* 
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same. They dwell together in the Asrama of Satayupa, and later they all repair to the 
hermitage of sage Vyasa* ( adhy. 15. 25, end ). 

It is to be remembered that, during the Kuru-Pandava war, the Pandavas had 
their army-camp or sibira to the west of Kuruksetra on the river Hiranyavati ( 5. 11. 5 ), 
their families having their residence in the sqgsjr ( 4. 67. 14, 5. 149. 55 ) ; while the 
Kauravas had their army-camp ( 5. 196. 11-12) a few miles east of the Kuruksetra, 
their home being in Hastinapura itself. After the war, the Pandavas were established 
in Hastinapura along with their own women-folk, and amongst these have to be included 
the Kaurava ladies whom the war had made widows and orphans, and who came now 
under Dhrtarastra’s protection. The problem of the future of these poor and helpless 
ladies had hence to be faced and settled, the ground for which is prepared by the con- 
cluding ten adhyayas of the Airamavasaparvan. 

In adhyaya 26, we are told that while Dhrtarastra was living in the Airama, a 
number of sages, including Narada, Vyasa, Devala, Parvata, Satayupa and others, came 
there on a visit, and were treated with hospitality by Kunti ; and, in the course of the 
conversation that ensued, Narada named a number of ancient rulers who had won the 
highest siddhi, which Dhrtarastra was expected eventually to attain, and incidently 
mentions Pandu who, residing at the time in the Indraloka, often converses with Indra 
and other denizens of Heaven. Pandu, says Narada, still remembers Dhrtarastra. 
Thereupon Satayupa inquires as to the future loka that Pandu’s brother Dhrtarastra, 
was fated to attain ; and Narada replies that, after three more years, Dhrtarastra was 
fated to attain the world of Kubera, and wander in a heavenly viraana from one divine 
world to another. 

Simultaneously, in Hastinapura, Yudhi§thira along with his brothers, the women- 
folk and all the rest, are anxious to learn of the fate of Dhrt*ra$tra, Gandhati, and 
Kunti, and so they ail decide as a party to visit the forest where Dhrtarastra was prac- 
tising penance. Thus all the surviving widows and orphans, along with their guardians, 
decide to go to the As'rama and see Dhrtarastra practising penance (cf. 15. 29. lOff. ). 
So Yudkisthira orders that arrangements be made for the collective journey of all to 
the forest where Dhrtarastra was passing his days, Adequate provision of food &c. 
for the entire party to last them for the period of their stay was also arranged for 
( 15. 29. 23ff. ) .

VySsa is called DvaipSyana because his airama was situated in the Doab formed by the two holy riveri. 
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When the party reached the Asrarna, Dhrtarastra was not “at home”, hut had 
gone for a bath into the river Yamuna. So they all go to the river, and an ardent 
and wholesale meeting follows ( 15. 31). Amongst the local spectators of the new 
comers were many who were having their very first sight of these celebrated men and 
women, of whom they had heard a lot. Samjaya, the Suta of Dhrtarastra, has, 
accordingly, his very last opportunity of doing the work of formal introduction on a very 
extensive scale ( 15. 32. 5-16). Dhrtarastra, in turn, makes kind and personal in- 
quiries about all of them ( 15. 32. 17-18 ). 

Finally, Dhrtarastra makes inquiries about Yudhisthira himself, and he does not 
let go the opportunity of once more giving him lessons in Bdjanlti or Science of Politics 

by a series of what are known as “Kaccit”(‘I hope that ’) inquiries ( 15. 33. 

2-9 ) ! Thereafter, not finding Vidura nearby, Yudhisthira inquires about his where- 
abouts, learns that he is away in the forest somewhere, and having searched and found 
him out, Yudhisthira questions about his well-being. Instead of a reply, Yidura allows 
the vitality of his bodily parts and senses to merge into that of Yudhisthira until 
Vidura becomes a life-less object, leaning upon a neighbouring tree, his soul attaining 
what is known as the Samtdnaka-loTca ( 15. 33. 32 )*. Yudhisthira thereafter stays in 
the forest in Dhrtarastra’s company for one whole month, at the end of which there 
arrives sage Vyasa, as also Narada, Parvata, Devala, Visvavasu, Tumburu and others 
( 15. 36. 8-14 ), besides Gandhari, Kunti, Draupadi, Subhadra and other ladies, relating 
amongst themselves stories of gods and holy sages. At the close, Vyasa declares that he 
was aware of what was uppermost in the minds of them all. He was accordingly ready, 
by virtue of his penance, to satisfy their questions and cravings. 

Dhrtarastra gladly and gratefully accepts the favour, and while admitting the 
evil deeds of Duryodhana and his other sons towards the sinless Pandavas ( 15. 36. 26ff. ), 
is anxious to know what might be in store hereafter for the dead warriors on both sides 
and for their associates and dependents. The ladies present — Gandhari, Draupadi, 
Subhadra and others — relate how they were all grieving for the passing away of their 
near relatives ; old Kunti takes the occasion to confess before her father-in-law, sage 
Vyasa, the circumstances under which she became the mother of Karpa ( 15. 38 ). 

Eventually sage Vyasa gives them all a special boon whereby they are enabled to 
visualize, bathing after sunset into the river Ganges, each her respective husband, sons, 
brothers and other dead relatives. These had all won their •post-mortem rewards according 
to their deserts, and become transformed into Gods, Demons, Gandharvas, Maruts, Rak- 
§asas, etc. ; but they come in their pre-mortem forms and their usual war-costumes, 
banners, and vehicles to meet their relatives : the important difference being that they 
had forgotten all enmity, egoism, anger, and passion. The blind old Dhrtarastra was, by

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Yyasa’s grace, supplied with supernatural eyesight, and so too his wife Gandharl. The 
army issued out from the river like a multiform scene projected on a curtain ; and, with 
the dawn, it all instantaneously disappeared, each one returning to the world from which 
he came forth. Finally, as a further special favour, Vyasa inquired of the separated 
widows whether they desired to return to where each one’s husband had returned, which, 
he assured them, they could do by entering again into the Bhaglrathl. They all, being 
women of noble origin and character, did accordingly, and were united, each with her 
husband in his respective habitat. The concluding stanzas of phalairuti ( 15. 41. 26-28 ) 
promise a similar reward to those who read this episode with faith and firmness. 
— Adhyayas 15. 42-43 take the Mahabharata story to the third or ‘ Suta- Janamejaya’ 
stage, Janamejaya inquiring how the perished body can again reappear in its pre-mortem 
form. The reply given ( 42. 8 ) is that, so long as the soul’s specific barman has not 
entirely vanished, the barman can re-create the same body that it had already created 
once, which can also anon vanish. — This makes Janamejaya inquire whether it can be 
possible for him also to visualize the body of his own dead father Pariksit ( 15. 43. 4-5 ). 
The immortal Yyasa, who learns of this query through his omniscience, thereupon 
appears on the scene, and grants unto Janamejaya the sight of his dead father Parik§it. 

N. AR AD AGAMAN APARYAN 

After passing one month in the company of Dhrtarastra, Yudhisthira returns to 
the capital. Two years thereafter, when Yudhistira had completed 18 years of his 
rule, sage Narada comes to Hastinapura. Upon inquiry, Narada relates that soon after 
Yudhisthira’s return to the capital, Dhritarastr a began a fierce penance, as also his wife 
Gandharl, together with Kunti and Samjaya ( 15. 45. 10-17 ). Once, while Dhrtarastra 
was bathing in the Ganges, with Samjaya standing nearby, he saw at a distance the 
forest where Gandharl and Kunti were standing, becoming suddenly ablaze with fire, 
the wind helping to spread the flames in all directions. Dhrtarastra requests Samjaya 
to go to some place where he would be safe from fire, while Dhrtarastra himself went 
to join Gandharl and Kunti, with the result that all the three meet their doom with 
quiet and concentration ( st. 31). Samjaya saw them perish, and thereafter he goes 
from place to place, circulating the news. In Hastinapura, the news created a great 
havoc in the antahpura. Yudhisthira thereafter, under the advice of sage Narada, goes 
to the river Ganges with his brothers and the whole family, and there he offers appro- 
priate funeral offerings in the names of Dhrtarastra, Gandharl, and his own mother 
Kunti. —Subsequent to these happenings, Yudhisthira ruled for 18 more years, mak- 
ing a 36 years’ regime after the termination of the Kaurava-Pandava war, the most 
disastrous and pitiable relic of which was the innumerable troop of widows and orphans 
with nobody to protect them. Fortunately, with Vyasa’s special favour, most of these 
were united with their dead relatives as narrated at the end of the Putradar^anaparvan. 
We have, however, quite a different story to narrate at the end of the Mausalaparvan. 
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The j sramavasihaparmn can properly be described as just the beginning of the 
end of the Mahabharata, the Great Epic of India. Dhrtarastra, Gandhari and Kunti as 
also Vidura and Samjaya, the only remnants of the older generation, have all perished. 
But the Epic does not forget the other helpers in the Kaurava-Pandava yaddha, 
namely, Krsna ( and Satyaki ) on the side of the Pandavas and Krtavarman, the 
leader of the Yadava army, taking part in the tragic War on the side of the Kauravas 
( 10. 9. 48 ). What was the fate of these last mentioned associates in the Kaurava- 
Pandava War, and of the Yadavas generally ? That is going to be the topic of the next 
(the sixteenth) Parvan, named, the Mausalaparvm, which we are going to take up 
next.

I began the initial work on the concluding four Parvans of the Mahabharata in 

Eeb. 1957. The first forme of the 15th — the Siramavasikaparvan — was printed in its 
final form on 14-8-57, and its last forme on 10th Feb. 1959. All this work which, for 

one expecting to touch his 80th year in another ten months’ time, would by no means 

have proved quite easy, if I had not received material help in the task from the Maha- 
bharata staff of the Institute. Particular mention is due, in this connection, to Pandit 
K S. Vishwanath Shastri who, latterly, came to stay on the B. 0. R. Institute’s premises, 
and whom I could consult in solving my difficulties, particularly regarding the accuracy 
of the grammatical forms occurring in the varies lections , while engaged, evening or early 
morning, in correcting the proofs. Once, I remember, approaching the Shastri with my 
difficulty when he was just about to sit down for his meals. He did not have to get up 
and consult books before answering me. His was not what is known as pustakasthd 
vidyd. In less than a minute he replied to all my queries quite to my satisfaction. The 
Shastri also knew nob only the three South-Indian scripts, Telugu, Tamil and Malayalam, 
but also the Kashmirian Sarada. He has been working in the Mahabharata Depart- 
ment since Oct. 1929. It is hence a matter of very great grief to have to record that 
Vishwanath Shastri, who was not keeping good health for the last three or four years, 
suddenly passed away on 28-10-58. On behalf of myself personally, as also of the 
Mahabharata Department of the B. 0. R. Institute as a whole, I have to record here 
our deep sorrow for this tragic event. 

Pandit K. V. Anantanarayan Shastri, who, for the last sixteen years, is busy com- 
piling the pada-index, not only for entire Mahabharata in the form in which the Critical 
Text is finally fixed, but also for its extra passages, has proved also of great help to me 
in tracing the parallel passages from the Epic ( both for the accepted text and its variant 
readings ). We all sincerely hope that he will be able to complete the pada-index, the 
compilation of which raised several initial and crucial issues, which we had to discuss 
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and settle, recording, for future guidance, the decisions taken and the reasons for the 
same. This index, when finally completed and published, will be an indispensable guide 
for the study of the Puranas, comparable, in some ways, to Aufrecht’s Catalogue Cata- 
logorum. 

The greatest help that I received in settling the final text, arranging the Critical 
Apparatus, and in correcting the proofs and inserting the proper references where 
required, was from Shri N. M. Khuperkar, m. a. , the Head of the Mahabharata Staff 
of the B. 0. R. Institute, who stays in the quarters assigned to him on the Institute’s 
grounds, and whom — living only less than a hundred steps from my own personal 
residence — I could always consult day and night, in and out of office hours. There, are 
no words adequate enough to express my obligations to him. 

Nor must I omit to mention Shri S. B. Mahableshwarkar, the head of the 
Mahabharata Press Department, who with the co-operation of his collaborators in the 
composing and proof-correcting section, did much to rectify and expedite the printing 
work. The Press Department manages to look to the printing of the Great Epic, doing 
in fact everything short of the final imprimatur, this latter being done by the Samartha 
Bharata Press located in the City of Poona. To the managers of that Press also our 
thanks are due for doing the job with all possible care.

The commentary of Nilakantha, named the Bharatabhavadipa or -dipika, printed 
in the Vulgate edition of the Mahabharata, was used, in the present edition of the 
Mausalaparvan, from MS. Dm which was available for the last four concluding Par- 
vans. Important explanations of Cn have been supplied in the Critical Apparatus, and 
Critical notes of this Parvan. .

Vadiraja’s Commentary on the Mahabharata in an almost complete form is avail- 
able in the Mysore Oriental Library; No. C 1577. Dated Saka 1597 ( Ca. A. D. 
1675 ). The late P. P. S. Sastri, the editor of the so-called “Southern Recension” 
of the Epic, got together a complete copy of Vadiraja’s Commentary in modem hand, 
which, after the completion of that edition, was procured by the B. 0. R. Institute 
for use in the Critical Edition. The commentary is known as the on the strength 

of the commentator's concluding stanza of the Introduction to the Adiparvan, where 
he says :

( ii ) Epitomes 


First under this group we have Ksemendra’s Bharatamanjari ( Kavyamala No. 
64 ), which summarizes the contents of the Mausalaparvan in just 71 stanzas. K§emen- 
dra is a Kashmirian (A. D. 1050 ) and is expected to follow the Kashmirian text; 
but the extreme compression of the narration does not permit any definite inference as 
to the Textual Variations. 


_ Next comes the Andhrabharatamu, being continuation of Tikkana, Vavilla Rama- 
swami Sastrillu & Sons, Madras, 1919. It does not, however, offer much worth 
noting. More important, however, is the Javanese version of this Parvan. 
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The Javanese Mausalaparvan 

While the Asramavasika, which constitutes the fifteenth Parvan of the Mbh., is 
given in the Javanese version as Parvan No. 8, the sixteenth or the Mausala is given as 
Parvan No. 4. The stanza ijuiH (16.1.1), which begins the Mausalaparvan, is 

given in the Javanese version as the concluding verse of the A£ramavasikaparvan. 
This is probably due to the Javanese version not understanding the normal habit of 
Indian MSS. to give, at the end of the preceding parvan, the initial verse of the 
following parvan. That verse nevertheless is repeated, in its proper place, in the parvan 
that is to follow, which the Javanese version has not done. Thereafter the Javanese 
gives the following stanzas :

In between the parts quoted from the original Sanskrit stanzas, the connecting 
links are given by a Javanese paraphrase or abridgment of the original. The agree- 
ments in reading may possibly imply some affinity of the T G and some B MSS. with 
the 0. J. Version. 


• ( i ) The Kashmirian Version 

This Kashmirian Version, as in the case of the other Parvans, is a specific version 
normally written in the Devanlgari characters and closely related to the Sarada version. 
The manuscripts comprising this version are mostly copies of the Sarada original, and 
may in part represent the version of the province or region adjoining the Sarada 
zone, which it has not been here possible to localize more precisely. 

Five MSS. are included under this version, one of which — K3 — is from Nasik, 
another — K« — is from Jammu, while the original locations of the rest are not speci- 
fied. The oldest of them is K3, dated A. D. 1694. Of the five MSS., K«. 4 seem 
from their colophons, to belong to the North. Ki gives 21* ; Ks gives 14*, 23* and 
30*; and K 4 9*; which are all peculiar to these MSS. respectively. Stars 10*, 16*, 
42*, 49* and 56* are found in Ks and Ks alone. The other stars in K are shared by 
4 :^ 
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a group consisting of X ( except D») plus T*. 3 ( with a few sporadic exceptions), as 
illustrated in 5 # , 8 *, 11 * 12 * 15* 85* 36* and 41*. As to the omissions, Ki omits

( ii ) The Bangall Version 

The six Bangall manuscripts form on the whole a very homogeneous group, pre- 
senting generally a single common reading. The version shows pronounced affinities with 
the K and D versions. Bs — by way of an exception— gives 33*. The stars in this 
version are otherwise shared by the group consisting of N ( except De ) and T». 3 ( with 
a few occasionally added or omitted MSS. ) as illustrated in 5* 8* 11*, 12*, 15*, 19* 
35*, 36* and 41*. The star 45* is found in Bj. 3 alone. B 3 is alone in omitting 8. 54“ ;

( a ) The Vulgate 

Two manuscripts of Nllakantha’s Devanagari Version have been utilized for this 
Parvan. There is neither solitary nor shared omission in either of them. The stars 
in Dn are common to the group consisting of N ( except Da ) plus Ts. 3 ( with a few 
additional or omitted MSS. ) , as illustrated in 5*, 6 *, 8 *, 11 *, 12 *, 15*, 19*, 26*, 35* 
36* and 41*. Both Dm and Dns combine adhyayas 1 and 2 into one adhyaya. 

( h ) The Composite Devanagari Version 

In all, nine manuscripts of this composite class have been utilized for this Parvan. 
These manuscripts may be roughly divided into two groups : There is the group Di-i. 
is, which generally agrees with K B Dn, plus Ta. ». Of the remaining Devanagari 
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manuscripts, Ds. 5 invariably agree with Ii. 4 G M. Examples of insertions common 
to Ti.i G M and Ds. « are : 18*, 22* and 24*. The MSS. Ds. e, although written in 
Devanagari characters, show their relationship to the S Eecension. 

As for omissions, Da is peculiar in omitting 8. 44 & -45 c ; Ds in omitting 8. 59°-60 6 
( hapl. ) ; Da in omitting 8. 19“-21* ; Dt in omitting 1. 3-4* (hapl. ), 2. 2, 4. 35, 7. 36* 
from the post, half of line 7 up to the prior half of line 8 ( hapl. ), and 9. 24** ; while, 
finally, Ds is alone in omitting 5. 15 s/ . There is neither solitary nor shared omission 
in Di. a. 4. 9 . The MSS. D 1-4 7-8 read adhyayas 1-2 as one adhyaya, 

( iv ) The Telugu Version 

Four manuscripts of this version are used for this edition. They seem to he in- 
dependent of each other. The MSS. may be roughly divided into two groups. The 
group Ts.s, which generally agrees with K B D ( except Da); and Ti.i which generally 
agrees with De G M. Ti gives star-passages 13* and 38*, which are peculiar to it. 
As to omissions, Ti omits by itself 3. 13'-14 i ) 17* 5 , 18-20; 4.21" 25 4 -26“, 31“-35* ; 
5.17; 7.6-7'; 8. 34' 4 , 35, 69, 70"“; and 9. 4“*, 5*; while Ts alone omits 5. 13'. 

( v ) The Grantha Version 

There are four manuscripts of this version used in the present edition. The stars 
in G are shared by a group consisting of Da. a S ( with occasional exceptions ) , as illus- 
trated in 18*, 22* and 24*. Gj alone gives 37* and 52*, and Gs alone, 31*. Amongst 
omitted passages, Gi similarly omits 8. 54“-56* ; and G 3 , 3.7-9, 4.17-19, 8.44“*, 
9. 8'-9 4 and 16-17. — Gs. « have no special omissions. 

( vi ) The Malaydlam Version 

Five manuscripts of this version are used for this edition. Amongst additional 
passages, Mi gives 40*, 44 * and 46*, which are found in this MS. alone. The stars 
7*, 43 *, 53*, 55 * and 60* are found only in Mi. Ms. 3. 5 have no specific additional 
passages. Amongst omitted passages, Mi alone omits 5, from (in 23*) up to 
(in 24" ), as also i. y -n/, 8 . 53* and 71-72. The omission of 4. 26* 4 belongs exclu- 
sively to Mi; while that of 4. 32°-34* (hapl. ) and of 5. 15 r , to Ms. Ms . 3 have no 
individual omissions. The version M is not altogether free from contamination with 
some Northern sources, as indicated by the additional passages 27* and 29*. 

THE RECENSIONS OP THE MAUSALAPARVAN 

The six versions of the text-tradition of the Mausalaparvan, thus far studied, 
group themselves into two main recensions : the Northern consisting of the first three 
versions, and the Southern including the last three. 
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There are some nine additional passages { a total of 21 lines ) presented by the 
entire Northern recension, with a few sporadic exceptions, viz.— 

5* 8*, 11*, 12* 15* 19*, 35* 36* and 41*. 

The entire Southern recension gives — besides App. I, No. 1 ( 20 lines) — some six 
additional passages ( a total of 31 lines ) , also with a few sporadic exceptions : viz. — 

18* 22* 24*, 26*, 27*, 32*. 

We can hence generalize that the Southern recension is an inflated version of 
the original Text, although, in a few instances, its readings exhibit an originality of 
their own. 


Though the important K version of the Northern recension agrees fairly well 
with the Southern recension as regards the general extent of the Parvan, there are 
nevertheless numerous specific readings distinguishing the two recensions sharply from 
one another. Here is a selection of readings peculiar to the two recensions, the 
references being by adhyayas and £lokas.

Now, as regards the total number of adbyayas being 8 in the Parvasamgraha 
enumeration, but 9 in the Critical Edition, that is due to the present edition splitting 
the traditional adhyaya 1 of 31 stanzas into two adhyayas of 11 and 20 stanzas, the 
first giving the gist of the whole Parvan in a short statement, while the second commen- 
cing the reply to the same. The difference is not very important, and can be ignored. 

The total number of stanzas as given in the Parvasamgraha is 300, while our 
total official number of stanzas is 273. This total also includes stanzas of one-line and 
three-line Anustubhs, and six-line Tristubhs. If we convert them into stanzas of two- 
line Anustubh and four-line Tristubh, that operation results in four additional stanzas in 
all. If we add to these, the total of swft letters ( converted into stanzas of 32 letters 
each), the total addition becomes 4 + 4 + 1 ( = 9) stanzas of introductory mangalacarana. 
Thus our official number of stanzas becomes 282, which is 18 less than the traditional 
number 300 , as given in the Parvasamgraha. This discrepancy is due to the rejection 
of a number of stanzas not adequately supported. The total number of such star-pas- 
sages is 59 ( including substitute stars ) . If, in the next place, we consider the total 
number of “mathematical” stanzas in the Mausala, it comes to 296-82. This is calcu- 
lated by taking 32 syllables for each stanza Further, to the total of such stanzas is 
added the number of thirtytwo-line units we get by converting the ‘uvaca’ letters and 
the colophons also into “mathematical” stanzas. The number of such stanzas (viz. 
296-82 ) seems to come very near to the Parvasamgraha number of 300 ; but this is due 
to the addition of these superfluous stanzas, which have no textual value. So the 
argument that the mathematical stanza-number very nearly approaches the Parva- 
samgraha number is fallacious. If the scribe’s labour is alone to be taken into account, 
why omit the dandas and the stanza-numbers given in every manuscript ? The safer way 
out would be to regard the number 300 as a more or less approximate round figure. 

CONTENTS OF THE MAUSALAPARVAN 

The Sixteenth Parvan of the Great Epic is intended to describe the havoc 
caused amongst the entire Vrsni and Bhoja clans by the mischievous attempt of Sarana, 
one of the brothers of Krsna, and of his Yadava colleagues, to dress up Samba, the son 
of Krsna and Jambavatl, as a woman enciente, and pose the question to the worthy sages 
like YPvamitra, Kanva and Narada, who had just come to Dvaraka — the capital city of 
the Yadavas — as to the would-be sex of the expected issue. The enraged sages reply 
that the issue is to be an iron-club ( musala * ) , which is fated to destroy the entire

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Yadava elan, including Krsna and his elder brother Halayudha ( = Balarama ) : cf. 16. 2. 
10. When the news reached Krsna, he understood it as the impending destruction of 
the entire Vrsni clan, involving the terminus of his own rnatara. Simultaneously, there 
appeared the usual omens and portents predicting the havoc of the Yadava clan, exactly 
thirty-six years after the fatal Kaurava-Pandava fight (16, 3-4 : cf. 6. 3. 28, 30). The 
‘ Iron-club ’ was born, presaging evil luck ; and although it was reduced to powder and 
thrown into the ocean, out of it there was produced, in the near-by sea-water, the 
Saveraka ( = Sevarl ) grass which — as it grew — was used by the Yadavas as a handy 
and fatal weapon in their mutual fight at Prabhasa* ( where they had gone, under 
Krsna’s order, by way of a Tirthayatra ) , even Krsna using the weapon ( 16. 4. 35) 
against whoever were within reach. Krsna’s own sons and grandsons did not escape 
death, and a wholesale catastrophe followed. 

Expecting an all-round destruction of the lighters, Krsna sent his own charioteer 
Daruka for summoning Arjuna from Hastinapura, and, in the meanwhile, assigned all 
the ladies of the royal household to the care of Akrura. Unfortunately, Akrura himself 
met his death in the fight, and there was not available any other competent protector 
for them. So he requested his old father t to look after the ladies, pending Arjuna's 
arrival ( 16. 5. 7 ). Then he had to go to look after his elder brother, who, however, 
was seated alone on the coast, steadily and slowly breathing out his last ( 16. 5. 12 ) . 
Krsna thereupon felt that it was time for him also to conclude his career. So he took 
a solitary seat in a Yogic posture, and was killed in that position by a hunter named 
Jara, who mistook him for a sleeping deer. The hunter discovered his mistake too late. 
Krsna went to Heaven and was received and felicited by the denizens of that place 
( 16. 5. 25 ) for his achivements on earth. J 

Daruka goes to Hastinapura, conveys the sad news to Arjuna, who was exceed- 
ingly grieved to find, on his arrival, the capital city of Dvaraka, desolate and without 
protector, with only the old father of Krsna left behind to protect all the widows and 
Krsna’s own harem of traditional 16,000 inmates with eight chief queens If. Then he

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goes to meet Krsna’s father Vasudeva, who informs him that Pradyumna and Satyaki, 
whom Arjuna had all along valued so much, were responsible for all the tragedy that 
had taken place ( 16 . 7 . 6 ) . The old man complains bitterly that Krsna paid no attention 
to prevent the tragedy ( 16 . 7 . 11 ), and felt very sad that the whole Yadava family was 
soon going to perish, and that it was Arjuna alone who was available to safeguard the 
helpless male and female population of the Yadavas. Arjuna feels much depressed at 
the news, and confesses that it would be beyond his individual prowess — such as it 
then was — to protect the ladies and sustain the great burden placed upon his shoulders. 
He was nevertheless going to take them all to Hastinapura, along with Vajra, the sur- 
viving grandson of Krsna, who was expected thenceforward to rule the Yadavas from 
Indraprastha ( 1 6. 8. 11 ) . Arjuna thereafter summons a council of the prominent Yadava 
personages and advises them to prepare themselves, in a week’s time, to leave their 
native country for good. This was done. 

The day after Arjuna’s interview, old Vasudeva himself dies, thereby further 
intensifying the tragic situation. Arjuna had to necessarily prolong his stay, pending 
the funeral ceremonies of Vasudeva*. Proper funeral rites were performed also for 
Balarama and Krsna. After the ladies of the harem of Vasudeva and of Krsna and 
the forlorn ladies of the Bhoja, Vrsnl, Andhaka and other families left Dvaraka, the 
city itself, we are told, got submerged ( 16. 8, 40 ) under the abnormally rising tides of 
the Western Sea. 

The first stage in the journey of Arjuna and his protegees that is mentioned 
is the Pancanadaf Country ( 16. 8. 43 ) , i. e. , the ‘ Land of live Rivers ’ . Seeing that 
the goal of Arjuna’s journey was Hastinapura — to be reached as early as possible and 
with the help of such conveyances as could be mustered together — it would be difficult 
to believe that Pancanada, the first stage in the journey, can be interpreted as equal to 
the modern Panjab. The equation is familiar to our times, but what could have induced 
Arjuna, from the very first, to choose such a circuitous route via Panjab ? In the 
Bhagavatapurana j, the normal route from Dvaraka to Hastinapura does not (and ought 
not to ) include the Panjab, although vinasana, the place where the river Sarasvati 
disappears in the sandy desert, is not omitted from the route. The Purana reads 
( X. 71. 21-22 ) :

Both these descriptions contain no reference to the present Land of Five Rivers. 
The reading TO in 16. 8. 43 a cannot, however, be altered in view of the available MS. 
evidence. Hence we have to suppose that, like the present-day Panca-nada or Panjab 
which does not, in the current enumeration, include the river Sarasvatl — there was, 
in more ancient times, another Panca-nada or u Land of Five Rivers” : the five rivers 
including ( i ) the Sarasvatl ; ( ii ) the Drsadvatl ( cf. Rv. 3. 23. 4 ) which unites with the 
Sarasvatl; as also the river ( iii) Aruna which, according to the Yanaparvan( 3. 81. 131 ), 
also joins the Sarasvatl at what was known as the Medhyatlrtha ; next, ( iv ) the “ Bias” 
or Vyasamdi, flowing along the hermitage of Sage Vyasa; and ( v) probably the river 
Luni, or, failing that some other river that cannot be definitely named : all these 
rivers, at some period, terminating their streams, singly or in some cases jointly, in the 
Rana of Cutchf. If this region was then called the Panca-nada, it was — as compared 
with the Panjab nearer enough to the Yadava cow-herds of Kathiawad, and reachable 
from Dwaraka in less than a week. This hypothesis suits all the details, and our note to 
16. 8. 43 (jpp. 48-49 ) will have to be modified accordingly. We have also to remember 
that the Abhira tribes, although coming from Panjab and beyond, had also marched 
further to the South and the West, and had already inhabited the major part of the 
sandy region to the North-west of the Aravalli Hills, as also the region round about 
Mathura, which would be another confirmation of our proposed theoryf. 

Elliot and Dowson ( Mohammedan Historians , 2. 40 ) inform us that even in 
Gazni's days — some 2,500 or more years after the events narrated in the Mahabharata 
— “ Sarasvatl was a deep stream of stony bottom strewn with large pebbles. It later 
became completely silted with some thirty feet of fine sand. ” It would be nothing 
abnormal, therefore, if the powerful stream of the river Sarasvatl, suppressed from 
above by the sand-storm, made an underground way to the south, and led to the 
formation, near its mouth, of a new Prabhdsatlrtha close to the relatively modern 
Somanathapattan on the south-eastern coast of Kathiawad. It is also to be noted

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that when the Yadavas — going on a Tirthayatra after the sages’ curse — indulged in 
drink and quarrel at Prabhasa, it would be too much to imagine that they thought it 
necessary to travel for the Tirthayatra along the whole coast-line, from the modern 
Dwaraka to the modern Somanath, to achieve that object. Nor should we forget that 
when the powdered musctla was throwm into the sea-water at Dwaraka ( 16. 2. 17 ), that 
heavy substance could not have floated along the whole coast-line of Southern Kathiawad 
and had there weighed down the Sdveraka grass, which proved for the Yadavas a handy 
weapon in fighting. Contest demands a much shorter journey ( 16. 3. 22 ) . 

Like Krsna himself sometime before ( see next para ) , so had Arjuna also lost 
his former prowess, and was unable to check the Abhiras. Many of the ladies volun- 
tarily preferred to go with them. A few others, like Rukmini and Jambavati, entered 
the fire, while some others, like Satyabhama, decided to lead an ascetic life in the forest. 
Arjuna takes the remaining ladies and orphans to the Kuruksetra ( 16. 8.65), and 
installs the Yadava prince Vajra as ruler at Indraprastha. Having made all these 
arrangements, Arjuna finally goes to the hermitage of Vyasa to report the tragic 
happenings and seek their explanation. Vyasa’s only answer was that, while Arjuna ( as 
well as Krsna ) had, till then, done all that was possible and creditable, times had there- 
after changed. So it was now but proper for all to accept the facts, and terminate 
their earthly career ( 16. 9. 36 ) . 

Although Arjuna seems to have been quite satisfied with Vyasa’s reply regarding 
Lord Krsna’s somewhat inexplicable conduct at the close of his avatdra on this earth, 
the explanation would not probably fully satisfy the layman, who expects the divine 
Avatara to always do the right thing and save the sufferers. He would accordingly ask 
why Kr?na did not prevent the misconduct of the Yadavas, overrule the curse of the 
sages ( from the consequences of which he himself was not exempted [ 16. 2. 10 ] ), and 
protect the Yadava ladies from the clutches of the Abhiras. Krsna had done similar 
wholesome and righteous acts in the Kaurava-Pandava warfare. He not only did not 
prevent the evil, but even participated personally in the Mausala fight ( 16. 4. 35 ) . His 
Sudarsanacakra flies away ( 16. 4. 3 ) , the sound of his Pancajanya conch, which once 
inspired terror into the hearts of listeners, was being even ridiculed by the loud braying 
of asses ( 16. 3. 15 ) ! How are we to explain such happenings and such conduct in the 
case of the reputed promulgator of the Bhagvadgita teaching ? 

The solution probably would be that Krsna knew that the time was ripe for the 
termination and winding up of his avatdra, which comes into being when most needed, 
achieves the most outstanding deeds when they are essential for the safety and proper 
guidance of mankind ( Bh. Gita 4. 7-8 ), and comes to an end when the time for the reno- 
vation of the whole world, consequent upon the prevailing excessive duracara, is close at 
hand, inviting a terrific catastrophe ( comparable, in our modern terminology, to “ the 
terrific World-War” and the innumerable chastisements and sufferrings that it is 
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expected to bring in its train ). Such is the orthodox theory concerning the incoming, 
continuance, and the out-going of an Avatara. It is necessary to point out, however, 
that what applies to the world-period as a whole, does not always apply to every single 
individual within that world-period, There are exceptions both ways, so that an in- 
dividual qua individual has his duties and their appropriate rewards, as well as mis- 
conduct and its answering punishment. Man in fact is the Maker of his own Fate. 
Compare the Bhagvadgita, 18. 45-47.

While working on the Critical Edition of the Mahabharata during well over 
twenty years : on that of the Bhismaparvan during 8 years between 1935 - 47 , and later, 
continuously on the four volumes of the Santiparvan during the years 1947-56, and 
finally, on the present edition of the concluding Four Parvans of the Epic during the 
years 1956-59, there arose several occasions when I had to deal with many textual and 
philosophical problems — either through personal discussions, or in public lectures on 
specific occasions, or through editorial replies to critical book-reviews on the same — with 
the late Shriyut Janardan Sakharam alias Tatyasaheb Karandikar who, about three 
weeks prior to his tragic death on the 13th of March last, inquired of me, as we met 
casually in one of the streets of Poona, whether I had arrived at any novel solutions to 
some of the out-of-the-way problems belonging to the concluding Four Parvans of the 
Mahabharata. I replied that I had proposed some special solutions to problems pertain- 
ing to the route of the Pandavas’ Prthvipradaksina ; about the region where the Abhlras 
captured the Yadava ladies ; and particularly regarding Lord Krsna’s conduct in the 
Mausala tragedy, which I would much like to discuss with him on some early and conve- 
nient opportunity. He was glad to hear of it and agreed, before long, to fix a suitable 
occasion for the purpose. Soon thereafter, unexpectedly, Tatyasaheb fell seriously ill ; 
and when I went to see him on Thursday, March 5, 1959, and had some twenty-minutes’ 
talk with him, I earnestly expressed the hope that he would be soon cured of his illnes 
and able to discuss with me the problems mentioned. Tatyasaheb unfortunately died 
about a week later, and I was denied that privilege. This I shall always consider as a 
great misfortune, since every time that I had discussed literary matters with the late 
Tatyasaheb pertaining to the B. 0. B. I. edition, which he had carefully studied from its 
very beginning, I invariably learnt something new. Almost the last scholarly publication 
of Shri J. S. Karandikar was the Marathi booklet entitled JffTCRcr, 5W s#T to 
which he desired me to contribute a short Foreword. I could not say ‘ no ’ to his wish, 
and that remains as the very last witness of our common literary interests and efforts.

( i ) Commentaries

The commentary of Nilakantha, named the Bharatabhavadipa or -dipika, as it is 
printed in the Vulgate edition of the Mahabharata, was used in the present edition 
of the Mahaprasthanikaparvan from the MS. Dm , which was available for the four con- 
cluding Parvans. Important explanations of Cn have been supplied, where necessary, 
in the Critical Apparatus and Critical notes of this parvan.

Vadiraja’s commentary on the Mahabharata in an almost complete form is avail- 
able in the Mysore Oriental Library; No. C 1577, dated Saka 1597 (ca. A. D. 1675). 
The late P. P. S. Sastri, the editor of the “ Southern Recension ” of the Epic, got to- 
gether a complete copy of Vadiraja’s commentary, written in modern hand, which, after 
the completion of that edition, was procured by the B. O. R. Institute for use in the 
Critical Edition. The commentary is known as the on the evidence of the com- 

mentator’s concluding stanza of the Introduction to the Adiparvan, where he says :

We next come to the second group of Testimonia. 

( ii ) Epitomes 

First under this group we have Ksemendra’s Bharatamanjari ( Kavyamala No. 
64 ), which summarizes the contents of the Mahaprasthanikaparvan in just 33 stanzas. 
Ksemendra is a Kashmirian ( A. D. 1050 ) and is expected to follow the Kashmirian 
text ; but the extreme compression of the narration does not permit any definite in- 
ference as to the textual variations. 

Next comes the Andhrabharatamu, which is a. continuation of Tikkana : Vavilla 
Ramaswami Sastrillu & Sons, Madras, 1919. It does not, however, offer much worth 
noting. — More important, however, is the Javanese version of this Parvan.

While the Mausala, which is the sixteenth Parvan of the Great Epic, is given in 
the Javanese Version as Parvan No. 8, the seventeenth or the Mahaprasthanika, also 
named the Prasthanika, is given as Parvan No. 5. The Javanese version gives the fol- 
lowing stanzas from the Parvan :

In between the parts quoted from the original Sanskrit stanzas, the connecting 
links are given by a Javanese paraphrase or abridgment of the original. 


VERSIONS OF THE MAHlPRASTHANIKAPARVAN 

( i ) The Kashmirian Version 

The present Kashmirian version, as in the ease of the other Parvans, is a specific 
version normally written in the Devanagari characters, and more or less closely related 
to the Sarada version. The manuscripts comprising this version are mostly copies of 
the Sarada original, and may in part represent the version of the province or region 
adjoining the Sarada zone. 

Five MSS. are included under this version. Thus Ks gives 2* and K 3 gives 12* 
which are peculiar to the MSS. Star 10* is found in Ks. s alone ; while star 13* is 
shared by the entire N recension plus T 3 . As to the omissions, Ks omits 2 . 10 “* and 
2. 13 s -14“ ; K 3 omits 2 . 22 ; and Ks omits 2 . T b and 2 . 15 . There are neither peculiar 
nor shared omissions in Ki and Kt . 

( ii ) The Bangali Version 

The six Bangali manuscripts used for the Parvan form, on the whole, a very 
homogeneous group, presenting generally a single common reading. The only additional 
passage in the Bangali version is 13*, which is shared by the entire N Becension plus 
Ts. The only omission in Bs is 1. 1 . There are neither peculiar nor shared omissions 
in Bi~a. e. 


( iii ) The Devanagari Version 
( a ) The Vulgate 

Two manuscripts of Nilakantha’s Devanagari Version have been utilized for this 
Parvan. There is neither solitary nor shared omission in both Dm and Dns, which 
also give the additional passage 13*, shared by the entire N Recension plus Ts. 
Another star, 3* is shared by Dm and Dm with Ks-« Ds-i. j Ta. ®. 
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(b) The Composite Devanagari Yersion 

In all, nine mannscripts of this composite class have been utilized for this Parvan. 
The star 13* is shared by the entire N Recension plus T 3 ; while 14* is shared by 
Kj. 3 Dj T*.», 9 * by Ks .4 Ds .4 T«, and 5* by Ds.e S. 

As for omissions, D 4 omits 1 . 4 C -5 S ( hapl. ) ; De omits 3. 6 aS , 10 '- 12 a ( hapl. ), 
21 ° a , and 28 i -30“ ; while Dt omits 1 . 5 ei ( hapl. ). The following omissions are shared 
by D4-6 with the MSS. given in brackets : 1 . 25 c - 26 d (with D4.3 T4 G4.5 Mi. 2 4; hapl.), 
and 1 . 6 ai (with Ds.e Ti . 4 G M). There are neither peculiar nor shared omissions 
in D1-3. 8 . 9 . 


( iv ) The Telugu Version 

Pour manuscripts of this version are used for this edition. Ti — by way of an 
exception — gives 8 * . The star 5* is shared by Ds. s together with the entire S 
Recension; while Ts gives 13* which is shared by the entire N Recension. As to 
omissions, Ti omits 1 . 9 ab ; Ts omits 5*, line 2 ; T 4 omits 1 . 33 c — 34 d , 2 . 9“-10 a , and 3 . 34 
from dteH ( in 34 c ) up to the end of the adhyaya. There is neither peculiar nor shared 
omission in T 3 . 


( v ) The Grantha Version 

There are five manuscripts of this version. Gs gives 11*, which is peculiar to it. 
The additional passage 5* is shared by Ds. 6 and the entire S Recension ; while the 
star 4* is shared by Ds. e T 4 Gi. 2. 4 . There is no peculiar omission in the G version, 
the following omissions being shared by G with the MSS. given in brackets : 1 . 6 aa 
( with Ds. s Ti. 4 G M ) ; 1 . 25 c -26 i ( with D 4 . e T 4 G 4 . 5 Mi. 2 4 ; hapl. ) ; 1 . 20 ci and 
2 . 10-14 ( both, with Gs M 3 ; the latter by hapl. ) . 

( vi ) The Malayalam Version 

Five manuscripts of this version are used for this edition. Mi gives 6 *, which is 
peculiar to it ; while the additional passage 5* is shared by Ds. s plus the entire S 
Recension. The only peculiar omission in Mi is 1 . 18 a \ Omissions 1 . 20 ^ and 2 . 
10-14 ( hapl. ) are shared by M 2 with Gs ; 1. 6* 4 ( with Ds. 9 Ti. * G M ) and 1. 25'-26 4 
( with D 4 . 6 T 4 G 4 . s Mi. 3 . 4 ; hapl. ) . 

THE KECENSIONS OF THE MAHlPKASTHlNIKAPARVAN 

The six versions of the text-tradition of the Mahaprasthanikaparvan, so far 
examined, group themselves into two main recensions : the Northern, consists of the 
first three versions, while the Southern includes the last three. 
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There is one additional passage 13 # ( a total of 4 lines ) presented by the entire 
Northern Recension, with a few sporadic exceptions ; on the other hand, the entire 
Southern Recension ( with few exceptions ) gives a single star-passage 5*, a total of 5 
lines. 

Most of the cases where the Southern recension uniformly gives a variant read- 
ing, differing from that of the Northern, are normally indicated in the text by the 
convenient device of the wavy line. It would be easy, therefore, to see how the accept- 
ed text, in a large number of cases, is superior to the rejected readings. 

THE EXTENT OF THE MAHAPRASTHANIKAPARVAN 

In the Parvasamgraha section of the Adiparvan ( 1. 2. 230-231 ), we have the 
following description of the contents and extent of the Mahaprasthanikaparvan :

Earlier, in 1. 2. 68, the last three parvans, i. e. Mausala, Mahaprasthanika and Svarga- 
rohana, are simply mentioned. 

According to the Parvasamgraha, the extent of the seventeenth Parvan is three 
adhyayas giving a total of 120 stanzas. The number of the adhyayas in the present 
edition is identical with that in the Parvasamgraha, but there is discrepancy in the 
matter of stanza number. In the B. 0. R. I. Edition, the total number of official stanzas 
is 106, which is 14 less than the traditional number 120. This difference is due to the 
rejection of a number of stanzas not adequately supported, If we convert official number 
of stanzas into mathematical stanzas (of 32 syllables each), including references 
and colophons, the number we obtain is 116-72, which very nearly comes to the tradi- 
tional number of the Parvasamgraha. The explanation of this small difference is given 
in details while discussing this specific point in the Mausalaparvan, and so it need not be 
repeated here. 


CONTENTS OF THE MAHAPRASTHANIKAPARVAN 

After coming to know of the great havoc caused to the Yadava clans, including 
Ersna, his father, brother and the ladies of the harems, and particularly after realizing 
that the supernatural prowess of Krsna ( who formerly had helped the Pandavas mate- 
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rially in the war ) as well as the heroism of Arjuna have both proved futile, the five 
Pandava brothers, along with DraupadI, now unanimously resolve to terminate their 
earthly career, as a preliminary to which they undertake a prthvlpradaksina or circum- 
ambulation of the Earth in the then accepted orthodox sense of the term. 

Before co mm encing the Pradaksina, Yudhi?thira appointed Yuyutsu ( Dhrta- 
ra?tra’s son) as the chief regent, and Parlk?it — the son of Abhimanyu — as the Pandava 
successor at Hastinapura : the latter under the tutelage of old Krp&carya Vajra, the 
only surviving Yadava chief, was installed at Indraprastha as the new capital, Subhadra 
being requested to supervise the management. Thereafter, the Pandavas offer the usual 
Sraddhas for the dead, and give away everything in charity, leaving Hastinapura clad 
in bark-garments, as they had done years ago when, after their defeat in the game of 
dice against Duryodhana, they had to undergo twelve years of forest-life, in contrast 
to which, the present was th e finale of their earthly career. 

With their faces turned towards the auspicious east ( in other words, issuing out 
of the eastern gate-way of their capital ), they proceed in the following order : (1 ) 
Yudhisthira alias Dharmaraja, ( 2 ) Bhima, ( 3 ) Arjuna, ( 4 ) Nakula, ( 5 ) Sahadeva, 
( 6 ) DraupadI, and ( 7 ) Dharmaraja’s faithful dog, whom also he desired to take with the 
party. Before reaching the Himalaya, the starting point of their East-South-West- 
North Pradaksina, the party passes through many a country, river, mountain, and 
ocean and eventually reach the Lauhitya Ocean*. Prom thence, starting on the 
Pradaksina proper, they follow an eastward ( more accurately perhaps, a south- 
eastward ) course along the upper shore of the Lavana Ocean until they reach the 
region where the river Brahmaputra takes a sharp west-wending turn around the 
eastern terminus of the Himalaya, and flows in a southern directionf. Prom the 
mouth of the river Brahmaputra, the party, proceeding straight westwards} along the 

* Lauhitya forms the western boundary and Lavana the eastern boundary of the Himalaya (cf. 
Kalid&sa, the initial stanza of the Kumdrasambhava ; Hemakuta is parallel to the Himalaya and north of 
it : cf. Yikramorvailya , Act. I. Similarly, we find the Abhijnanasakuniala vii. 8. 3f, describing the Hema- 
kuta mountain as * Lauhitya is the name of the ocean (the M&nasasarovara being, possibly, 

a partial remnant of the same ocean which was in time dried up and sand-silted ) from which the 
Brahmaputra river at present gets its water, the river itself being also otherwise named the Lavanoda. 
Compare also notes to 17. 1. 44 and 2. 1-2, which describe the conclusion of the pradaksina : East-South- 
West-North. 

f Whether the Brahmaputra collided with the Ganges as it does now, or whether it joined the ocean 
straight south, cannot be ascertained from the text as we have it. 

I There is nothing to show, as one might perhaps imagine, that the party went straight south to 
RameSvaram, and thence proceeded west-coast-wise up to the Narmada. No reference is made to any 
of the sites or the important temples of the Southern India. The Vindhya mountain in fact had once the 
honour of being the Southernmost terminus of the Aryavarta. Compare, in that connection, the story 
of sage Agastya, narrated in the Yanaparvan, 102. 1-14, 
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Vindhya mountain, obtains a distant view of the Dwaraka ( then submerged under the 
rising Western Ocean ) . Thence they tun. ed in a nortbernly direction and saw the 
Himalaya once more. That completed the pradaksind. 

Thereafter the party proceeds { northwards ) towards the mountain Meru the 
reputed abode of the Gods, and here, through fatigue, they drop down one by one. 
The first to drop down is DraupadI (17.2.3). Dharmaraja, on Bhlma’s inquiry, 
attributes Draupadi’s fall to her partiality for Arjuna (17. 2.6). Next to fall is 
Sahadeva, the fault attributed to him being excessive pride in his own wisdom ( 17. 2. 
10 ). Next comes the turn of Nakula, whose defect is declared to have been too much 
pride in his unparalleled beauty ( 17. 2. 16). It is Arjuna’s turn next, whose fault is 
declared to be pride in his own valour, which had more than once proved utterly futile 
( 17. 2. 21-22 ) : the last evidence of that being his encounter with the Abhiras. The 
person last to fall is Bhima who ate far too much ( 17. 2. 25 ) 1 

At this point Indra comes in his celestial car to invite Dharmaraja to Heaven. 
Dharmaraja flatly refuses to go alone. Indra replies that his four brothers as well as 
Draupadi have already reached the Heaven, each assuming another post-mortem body. 
Dharmaraja, however, was entitled to ascend Heaven in his present ( h um an ) body. 
“ And what about my favourite dog ? ” — asks Yudhisthira. — “ There is no place in 
Heaven for dogs 1 ” comes the answer from Indra. “ In that case, I would not care to go 
there at all ” — is the reply of Dharmaraja. Indra, who was in reality Yamadharma 
assuming Indra’s disguise, warmly congratulates Dharmaraja for his present attitude, 
declaring that this was the third and the final test that he has succeeded in winning. 
The Dog in fact was a form assumed by Yamaraja himself. See note to 3. 12ff. 

* * * * * * **# * * * 

The main interest of this tour around the world consists in the fact that, properly 
interpreted, it, in some respects, confirms B. G. Tilak’s theory of the ‘Arctic Home’ in 
the Veda as the original Aryan home, the next home of the Aryans being the 
“ Land of Seven Rivers” in central Asia: see note to the Mahaprasthanikaparvan , 
adhyaya 2. That in fact seems to have been once the current traditional belief. 
— In conclusion, I must not fail to record that the Mah&bharata staff of the Institute 
has loyally helped me in supplying the necessary facts, and the Printing Department 
in correcting the proofs. Misprints that did nevertheless creep in have been rectified 
in the Addenda and Corrigenda ; but a few might still have escaped the vigilence of 
the staff and the editor, for which we crave the readers’ indulgence.

( t ) Commentaries 

Cn 

The commentary of Nllakantha, named the Bharatabhavadipa (or -dipika), as it 
is printed in the Vulgate edition of the Mahabharata, was used in the present edition 
of the Svargarohanaparvan from the MS. Dm , which was available for the four conclud- 
ing Parvans. Important explanations of Cn have been supplied, where necessary, in 
the Critical Apparatus and the Critical notes of this parvan. 

Cv 

Vadiraja’s commentary on the Mahabharata in an almost complete form is avail- 
able in the Mysore Oriental Library ; No. C 1577, dated Saka 1597 (ca. A. D. 1675 ). 
The late P. P. S. Sastri, the editor of the “ Southern Recension ” of the Epic, got to- 
gether a complete copy of Vadiraja’s commentary, written in modern hand, which, after 
the completion of that edition, was procured by the B. O. R. Institute for use in the 
present Critical Edition. The commentary is known as the ssji&br, as seen from the 
co mm entator’s concluding stanza of the Introduction to the Adiparvan, where he says :

Citations from Cv are supplied in the Critical Apparatus, where necessary, and are occa- 
sionally commented upon in the Critical Notes. 

We next come to the second group of Testimonia. 

( ii ) Epitomes 

Eirst under this group we have Ksemendra’s Bharatamanjari ( Kavyamala No. 
64), which summarizes the contents of the Svargarohanaparvan in just 31 stanzas. 
Ksemendra is a Kashmirian ( A. D. 1050 ) and is expected to follow the Kashmirian 
text ; but the extreme brevity of the narration does not permit any definite inference 
as to textual variations. 

Next comes the Andhrabharatamu, which is just a continuation of Tikkana : 
publishers, Yavilla Ramaswami Sastrillu & Sons, Madras, 1919. It does not offer much 
worth noting. — More important, in some respects, is the Javanese version of the 
Parvan. 


The Javanese Version 

The Svargarohanaparvan is given in the Javanese Version as parvan No. 6 in 
place of No. 18. The Parvan has only one solitary stanza ( 58* ) quoted in the original 
Sanskrit, the rest of the parvan being reproduced in an abridged Javanese translation. 

( i ) The Kashmirian Version 

Understanding the Kashmirian Version, as was done in the case of the other 
Parvans, we have five MSS. of that version available for the Svargarohapaparvan. Of 
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these, as to extra passages, Ki gives 18*; Ks gives 33* and 58*; and Ks gives 2*, 
3* 23*, 28*, 29* and 61* together with App. I, No. 3, which are all peculiar to these 
MSS. individually. While the stars 5* and 34*, are shared by Ki with Eh alone. The 
other stars in the K version are shared by the group consisting of N ( except D*. e ) and 
Ts, as illustrated in 1 4*, 15*, 17*, 20*, 21* (minus Ts), and 26*. As to omissions, Ki 
omits 1.2; 3. 10 eie/ ( hapl. ) ; 5. l ci , 5°‘, and 1 7*-18 6 ; 32*, line 1 ( hapl. ) ; and 5. 37-51 ;

The stars in this version are shared by 
the group consisting of N ( except Ds. s ) plus T 3 , as illustrated in 14*, 15*, 17*, 20*, 
21* (minus Ts ) and 26*. The only peculiar omission in Ba is 5. 50* from the post, 
half of line 1 up to the prior half of line 2 ( hapl. ) . The omission of 3. 23 is shared 
by Ba with Bs alone. The few omissions, in which MSS. beyond the B group are 
associated, are : 3. 21 c -23° ( Bi with Kc B*-e D*. 7 ; hapl. ) ; and 5. 35*, line 3 ( Bi. «. « 
with T 3 ; hapl. ) . 


( iii ) The Devanagarl Version 
( a ) The Vulgate 

Two Manuscripts of Nilakantha’s Devanagarl Version have been utilized for 
this Parvan. There is neither solitary nor shared omission in Dm as well as in Dna . 
The stars in Dn are common to the group consisting of N ( except Ds. « ) plus Ts , 
as illustrated in 14*, 15*, 17*, 20*, 21* ( minus Ts ) and 26*. 

(b) The Composite Devanagarl Version 

Altogether nine manuscripts of this composite class have been utilized for this 
Parvan. These manuscripts may be roughly divided into two groups. There is the group 
Di— 4 . t— 8 , which generally agrees with K B Dn, plus Ts; while the remaining Deva- 
nagari manuscripts, Dj. » , invariably agree with Ti. ». 4 G M . Examples of insertions 
common to Ti. 1,4 G M and D«. s are : 30*, 41*, 45*, 49*, 52* ( last, three minus 
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T 3 ) ; and 41* ( minus Gi. * ). — The MSS. Ds. « , although written in the Devanagarl 
characters, show their relationship to the S Recension . Thus, as regards omissions, D 3 
omits 3.

( iv ) The Telugu Version 

Four manuscripts of this version are used for this edition. Ti gives 7*, 31*, 40*, 
42*, 46* and 48* ; while T 3 gives 62* : these all being, respectively, characteristic of 
the MSS. As for omissions, Ti omits 1. 13“-15 6 ; 2. 2“-4 i , 13, 38; 3. 6*— 8°, 24*-26 <i , 
28“ 4 , S2 ai ; 4. ; 5. 32° 4 and 33 c<< ; and Ta omits 5. 53 ; while T* omits 3. 26“ J as also

( v ) The Grantha Version 

There are five manuscripts of this version. Ga gives App. I, No. 1 ; G* gives 
4*, 16* and 54* ; which are all peculiar to these MSS. respectively. The other stars in 
this version are in evidence in the group Ds. « S, as seen in 30*, 39*, 45*, 49* and 52* 
( last four minus T 3 ) ; and 37* ( plus Do ; Bom. ed. ) . As for omissions, Gi omits 3 . 26 4 
and 28* ; G 3 omits 3. 29'-30 6 ; while Gi omits 3. 7 4 -8*. MSS. Ga. 5 do not have any 
special omissions. 


( m ) The Malayalam Version 

Five manuscripts of this version are used for this edition. Amongst additional 
passages, Mi gives 13* 55* and M 3 gives 44* which are limited to these two MSS, 
respectively. As for omissions, Mi omits 3. 8*\ 16“*, and from feptr ( in 4. 14 e ) up to 
( in 16* ) ; Ms omits from 3. 26 up to the end of the adhy. 3 ; while Ma-t have no 
special omissions. 

THE RECENSIONS OF THE SVARGlROHANAPARVAN 

The six versions of the text-tradition of the Svargarohanaparvan thus far studied 
group themselves into two main recensions. The Northern consists of the first three 
versions, and the Southern includes the last three. 

There are some six additional passages ( a total of ten lines ) presented by the 
entire Northern Recension, with a few sporadic exceptions, viz. 14* 15* 17*, 20 *, 
21 * and 26* 
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The entire Southern Recension gives some nine additional passages ( a total of 
eighteen lines), also with a few occasional exceptions. These are : 9*, 12*, 30*, 32*, 
37*, 45*, 49*, and 52*. Most of the cases, where the Southern Recension uniformly 
gives a variant reading differing from that of the Northern, are normally indicated in the 
text by the device of the wavy line. It would be easy, therefore, to see how the accept- 
ed text, in a large number of cases, is superior to the rejected readings. 

THE EXTENT OF THE SVARGAROHANAPARVAN 

In the Parvasarfigraha section of the Adiparvan ( 1. 2. 232 ), we have the follow- 
ing description of the contents and extent of the Svargarohanaparvan :

In the Critical Edition the total number of adhyayas is 5, which is identical with 
that in the Parvasamgraha. However, there is a discrepancy in the matter of stanza 
number. The total number of stanzas in the Critical Edition is 194, while it is 200 in 
the Parvasamgraha. The difference is only of 6 stanzas. In the Critical Edition, out 
of the total number of stanzas, namely, 194, there are 11 three-lined Anustubhs, one 
Tri§tubh, and one in the Yasantatilaka metre. If we convert all these 13 stanzas into 
units of 32 letters each, we get about 8-50 stanzas more. Thus the number becomes 
194 + 8-50 = 202-50, which is only 2-50 more than the Parvasamgraha figure of 200. Now 
if we were to convert the official stanzas into mathematical units ( in which 3^ and the 
colophon letters are also taken into consideration ) the number comes to 206-31, which 
exceeds the Parvasamgra figure by 6-31, The case is more or less similar to the three 
preceding parvans. Thus, it is clear, that neither the official stanza-number, nor the 
mathematical, coincides with the traditional Parvasamgraha number in the case of most 
of the parvans. So, in Dr. Sukthankar’s words*, we might conclude : “ It will thus have 
to be admitted that the Parvasamgraha argument is of secondary importance, and must 
not be pressed too far ” ; and the same argument holds true in the case of the so-called 
* mathematical ’ stanza-number. 

THE CONTENTS OF THE SY ARGAROH ANAPAR V AN 

The Mahaprasthanika narrated the completion of the tour round the " Earth ” of 
the party of seven, of whom Dharmaraja and his faithful dog alone survived. Indra 
( really, Yamadharma assuming the form of Indra [ 17. 3. 16 ] ) , comes in his heavenly 
car and desires Yudhisthira to get into it. He, however, refuses to go alone, and wants 
Draupadi and the four brothers — along with his surviving companion, the faithful dog —

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to accompany him. Indra replies that his brothers and DraupadI have already preceded 
him, and, as to the dog, he cannot go to heaven in his present living form : the exception 
being made, only in the case of Yudhisthira, on account of his great merit. Yudhisthira, 
however, refuses flatly to go to heaven without his faithful companion. This was the 
third time that his fidality has been put to test ( 18 . 3 . 30-33 ) . So he is, by virtue of 
his exemplary merit, entitled to enter Heaven in his human form, unlike DraupadI and 
the four brothers, who could reach there only after abandoning their mortal forms, which 
they had in fact already done, when they dropped down dead on their way to the Meru 
Mountain. 


* * * * * * * * * * * * 

I happened to be in Bonn ( Germany) on the 1st of August, 1914 , only some 
twelve hours prior to the commencement of the First European War, my object being 
to obtain an interview with Professor H. Jacobi, with whom I was in correspondence for 
some time regarding the date he had assigned to the Brahmasutras ( JAOS, 1911 , Vol. 
xxxi, pp. 1-29 ) . At the end of the interview, he advised me not to spend any more 
time in Germany, but to return back straight to Paris that same afternoon, and 
by the train which was the very last one kept available for foreigners desirous of 
leaving Germany. I never dreamt of the war, and so had no option but to follow 
Jacobi’s advice; and so I was eventually able to fortunately return to India without 
being caught into the vortex of the Great World War. — Now, one of the inevitable 
consequences of the War, naturally, was the abandonment of the scheme for the Critical 
Edition of the Mahabharata as planned by the reputed scholars of Europe like Winter- 
nitz, Liiders and others, who in fact had collected funds and even started collations from 
the MSS. of the Epic available in the several Libraries of Germany, France, England, 
and other countries. This was a serious disaster to Oriental Scholarship, created by the 
Great War, and it set me thinking as to whether Indian scholarship might not, under 
the circumstances, itself achieve what European scholarship was compelled to give up. 

The movement for the erection of the Bhandarkar Oriental Reserch Institute 
( 1915 - 18 ), and the inauguration of the plan for the biennial All-India Oriental 
Conferences to be held at different centres in India ( 1919 ), which were the results 
of the combined co-operation of Oriental scholars in the various Arts Colleges and 
other allied Institutions of Poona, infused much confidence amongst our local workers 
and scholars ; and when, in another context, I happened to suggest that India ought 
to take up the Critical Edition of the Mahabharata now abandoned by the scholars of 
the West, it not only appealed to the members, sympathisers and workers in the B. 0. R. 
Institute,, but even to would-be donors of the required costs, which included States, 
Universities, Trusts, and individuals, in and outside India, amongst whom prominent men- 
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tion is due to the late Shrimant Balasaheb Pant Pratinidhi, the Rajasaheb of Aundh, 
the first reputed donor for the present Mahabharata project. —Nor must it be forgotten 
that the distinguished Prime Minister of India, when he paid a visit to the B. 0. R. 
Institute on the 1st of August 1956, gave us a gracious assurance to the effect that he 
would see to it that our Mahabharata work would not be allowed to suffer for want of 
necessary funds. 

Accordingly, on the auspicious caitra-suddha-pratipada of the Saka year 1841 — a 
day corresponding to the 1st of April 1919 (!) — Sir Ramkrishna Gopal Bhandarkar 
was requested, in the presence of a select audience gathered together in the newly-built 
Central Hall of the Institute, to write in his own hand, on one of the specially prepared 
collation sheets, the initial benedictory stanza of the Great Epic : 

UROT Rt % JRtxPTq; I 

II 

The Hall was crowded to its capacity. After the copying out of the above mangala 
stanza, the Rajasaheb of Aundh gave a part of the first instalment of his promised 
annual donation, which — it must be gratefully recorded — has since been completely 
fulfilled. It is not certain how many of those who then witnessed the ceremony hope to 
see the actual completion of this great and national undertaking so auspiciously com- 
menced. Of the eighteen parvans of the main Epic, only one has not as yet reached the 
printing stage. There is, besides, the supplementary Harivams'a, which is still in the 
collation stage. The undersigned, at any rate, when he gave the imprimatur to page 31 
of the Svarggrohanaparvan, containing the concluding line : 

ll aftas r*rrc£ ii 

felt much elated, and deeply grateful to the Benign Giver of all Blessings for very 
graciously permitting him to witness this auspicious day. He has been more or less 
connected with the undertaking for the last forty years. May the great sage Vyasa 
“ the impartial witness and judge of all men’s achievements ”, accept this humble service 
of the undersigned for all that it might be worth !

utilized for doing further collation from the Maha- 
bharata MSS. preserved in the European libraries, 
these collations being in due course likewise made 
available for the purposes of the work of the 
critical edition undertaken by the Bhandarkar 
Oriental Research Institute.”
